not to the Name Tehowah : fo that they adore the Name Jeſus 
above the Name [ehovah.

ently alſo by the Senle of Seeing is idolatry committed. Anil 
lattly, idolatry is made andnow adayes noletJe frequently com- 
mitted by preſſing this Je/#-worſhip, by the Sen{e of hearing, as 
when the Papifts, at the very (ounJ of che Bell that goes rin- 
g'ing before their breaden-gol or hoa(t carried tothe hicke, or 
1n pro-efſion, whereſozver they b2,or whatiozver they are do- 
ing, though they ſee nothung,yet they mit flip down on thei 
marrow-bones. Thus by thc Sen-e of hearing, their god in the 
Hoaſt b=ing preiznced or conveyed co their minds; they com- 
mit idolatry, as if it were preſented to their eye. And therefore, 
the Provinciall Synode of Lezoin France, reſolved (in the be- 
halfe 6f their J-n1ge-worthip Jrhat there was the ſame reaſon 
Of adoration, when the Jmage of Chrif is repreſented to the 
ey2,as when the Name Jeſs 1s ſoanded inthe eare, for that 
which the one inſinuares into the mind by the earegthe other in- 
ſinmres the ſame by the eye, If therefore it be idolatry ro wer- 
ſ»+p the Name eſs wricten on a wall, then it is utcered with 
ebhe mouth. 

The 3. Argument, 
That which is aot theName above eyeryName,is not tobe a-

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acd or reverenced above or before other Names. But the Name 
leſus, is notthe ncme i boye eyery Neme, Therefore ir 15 nor 
10 be reverexced or adored before or above all other Names. 
'The Major is cleare, for that which 1s ho:zorred above others 
hach ſome excel:ency above others, either really 111t felte , or 
elſe in the opinion of henour. And, that the Name Feſ#s, 1s the 
name above other names, what Divine is {0 doltith as to 1ma- 
ginC it, io boid as to ayow 1t ? Even the Je/u-worjhrppers them- 
ſelves have bin much beaten of from their ta:ſe glotie of a late 
deviting, and by one of theit grearelt Parrons hereof, failcly ta- 
chered uponall the Fathers, whereas not one of them q1d ever 
ſo inrerp:ec that place, Ph1/.2. 10. For as they dare nor atfirme 
1r:So 1ts cleare tha thar rext 1s cleane otheriyiſe interpreted 
by two other places: as Eſzy 45. 2 3. and Rom. 14.10.4s they 
are conterred in the Margents of our Bibles, whick(at lealt)are 
tre more Antient and Authentick, then any Authority which 


can procuce the contrary .,whatfcever,as I ſuppoſe ant believe, 


The 4. Argument. 

A Fonrth Arg:ment may be framed thus. All Will-worſhip, 
deviſed: preſcribed and 1m; ofed by theW1l|,Commandements 
and Dc &r.nes of Mea, whatſoever prerence 3nd tfeciousſhaiv 
it hath of wſdome or prety is condemned by the Apoltie,and {6 
1s damnib'e, for Chriſtians to conform and yeeld unco it, But 
ſich 1s the adoration Or worſhipping of the name Jefers : J fay It 
is 1 mecre #/{-worſhip of Mens deviſing, preſcribing, and 1m- 
poting. For proote.Pope Gregory a ſuperttitious Pop e{as alt of 
them write )ond very 2zea/ons in ſetting up neiv gnides of wor- 
ſhrp, was the firſt that under a Canon tor this 7eſs-worſhip,ro be 
uſed, eſpecially in the Mafie.and in the reading of the Goſpel). 
And another Pope John 21. granted 7:anlgence and pardon of 
' ines to All fuch worſhippers of the Name Jeſus, fach a high e- 
ſteemE have men of thele things which themſelves have deyj- 
ſed. as part of Gods worſhrp,but :ndeed wi/l-worſtip(as theCrow 
thinks her ownBirds faireft)that they therefore preferre them 
detoreGodrOrdinances & Commandements,and will favour & 

incourage ſuch as cenforme to them, and moreſeyerely puniſh 

thote that out oftendernefſe & truth of Conlcience refule fo te 

doe. YeaxhePapiſts haye aHely-day dedicated co the Name of 
x .

If ic be a thing indifferent, why is it then fo rigidly impoſed, 
as a thing of abſo.ute zeceſſity ro be obſerved: this deſtroyes the 
nature ot a thing indifferent, which the Scripture condemneth, 
this being a will-worship of humane invention. '

for the greateſt good, makes damnation juſt, Nor is the /caſt 5- 
dolitrows or ſuperſtitions abb, to be counted light, for having but 
an appeurrrcc of Idolatry, and being of no good re; ort, it ovght 
to be ayoyded: for the leaſt kind or degree of Idelatry being 
once committed, md given way unto, it 1s ah inducement to that 
watch is moſt groſce, and doth naturally enteeble a mans ſpirir, 
makivg ir let]e able to refiſt and repuile greater abowminations : 
and commanly G O D gives over ſuch to groffer /imnes and i1- 
'pretres : who make net Conſcience of the /--/#; and ſuch as ſeem 
ut /ighr, It is the faying of a Divine, Bus modicu ſpernit,pau- 
latin decidir, He that makes light account of finall ſinnes, falls 
by lictle and little : and finnes that ſeeme leſſer, are fo much 
the more peri//ou5,becaufe they are the more eafily committed, 
and more ſecnrely retained, and le'le carefnlly Repented. As 
for this —— why ſhould any Minifter chinke it a ſmall 
matter, when the impoſers themſelves ſer ſuch a penalty upon it, 
as the loffe of a Mans Miniſtrie, lor not conforming tO it?. / 

Bur, it is impoſed onely for wityand peace lake. 

It is no good peace that bregkes the peace of a goodConfſcience, 
. and a Mans peace. with GOD : That is nogood wniry which di- 
vides a Man from the »nity of the Sprrit in the bond of peace. 

Bur, if this one Ceremony be yeelded unto, we ſhall then 
quickly emjoy ourMiniftry.and the Goſpell,yichout any more 
impeſttions. 

And hoy know you thar ? But ſuppoſe 1t were fo, were not 
your peace bought ar too deare a rate? Bur, -why ſhould any 
deceive himſelfe of ſo vaine a hope, when he {zes the contrary 
before his eyes? Who ſecs not thar thoſe are bur the beginnings 
and inducements to greater matters , and he thac is catcht in 
-rhe ſnare, is cafily brought to yeeld to fore hard conditions, 

But, v2 yee'd ro this would not be offenſive to the people, 
who generally can dipelt it well enough, &thereſore lefle dzn- 
ger'in tt.
